er band  and  that  there  are  cam- 
pus dance  bands  who  are  more 
qualified  to  represent  the  stu- 
dentbody. 

Fox,  freshman  senator,  stat- 
ed, “We  need  a school  dance 
band  and  if  the  Y’s  Men  are 
chosen  the  quality  of  musician- 
ship  would  increase.” 

THU  BILL  AS  approved  con- 
tains six  parts:  (1)  that  the  Y’s 
Men  be  recognized  as  the  of- 
ficial school  dance  band;  (2) 
the  band  be  organized  with  a 
faculty  adviser  and  student  lead- 
er entrusted  with  responsibility 
of  designating  the  general  poli- 
cy of  the  group  and  its  mem- 
bership; (3)  that  the  Y’s  Men 
be  granted  by  the  social  activi- 
ties vice  president  a substantial 
number  of  the  studentbody 
dance  jobs  where  a large  band 
will  be  needed;  t4)  that  the 
band  perform  without  payment 
on  one  program  tour  a year 
and  a reasonable  number  of  ad- 
ditional services  as  determined 
by  the  Executive  Council;  (5) 
that  all  band  members  must  be 
students  at  BYU  with  10  or 
more  hours  of  university  credit, 
and  (6)  that  the  act  be  on  a 
trial  basis  from  Sept.  1,  1962,  to 
May  31,  1963. 

NOMINATIONS  were  opened 
for  Senate  president  pro  tern 
and  vice  president.  Nominated 
were  Dan  Lau,  a junior  history 
major  from  Soda  Springs,  Ida., 
and  Sydney  Smith,  sophomore 
senator. 

Nominations  will  remain  open 
until  the  May  7 Senate  meeting. 


Idaho  Falls 
Patriarch 
to  address  Y 

Dr.  Ray  Hatch,  patriarch  of 
the  North  Idaho  Falls  LDS 
Stake  in  Idaho,  will  be  the  de- 
votional assembly  speaker  at 
BYU  on  Wednesday  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

ELDER  HATCH,  who  is  also 
president  of  the  Bureau  of  In- 
formation on  the  Idaho  Falls 
Temple  grounds,  has  practiced 
medicine  in  Idaho  since  he  was 
graduated  from  Rush  Medical 
College.  He  previously  received 
the  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from 
the  University  of  Utah  and  the 
master’s  degree  from  BYU. 

The  doctor  has  been  governor 
of  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons of  Idaho  and  has  served 
as  stake  president  of  the  North  - 
Idaho  Falls  Stake. 

Elder  Hatch  is  married  to  the 
former  Mary  Leona  Miles.  They 
have  five  sons — four  of  whom 
are  doctors.  The  other  son 
works  for  the  U.S.  Embassy  in 
Dublin,  Ireland. 


George  Q.  Morris  dies 
following  brief  illness 

Funeral  services  are  pending  for  George  Q.  Morris  of 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  of  the  LDS  Church.  Elder  Morris 
died  early  Monday  in  Salt  Lake  City  at  the  age  of  88. 

HIS  DEATH  followed  a brief  illness.  Elder  Morris  had 
been  a member  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  a little  more 
than  seven  years,  since  1954.  Prior  to  this  appointment  he 
was  an  Assistant  to  the  Council,  a position  he  had  held  since 
1951. 

Elder  Morris  was  widely  known  in  the  Church  for  his 
work  as  an  officer  in  the  Mutual  Improvement  Association. 

Throughout  most  of  his  life  he 
worked  with  LDS  youth  in  the 
MIA,  mission  field,  ward  and 
stake  activities  and  in  Scouting. 

Elder  ^lorris  was  born  Feb. 
20,  1874,  in  Salt  Lake  City,  a 
son  of  Elias  and  Mary  Lois  Wal- 
ker Morris.  He  attended  Salt 
Lake  City  schools,  BYU  and  was 
graduated  from  the  University 
of  Utah  in  1899. 

Following  his  schooling,  Elder 
Morris  spent  three  years  serv- 
ing in  the  British  Mission  where 
he  was  presiding  elder  of  the 
London  Conference. 

On  his  return  to  Salt  Lake 
Elder  Morris  assumed  resppnsi- 
bilities  in  his  father’s  firm.  He 
remained  with  the  concern 
throughout  his  life  and  spent 
many  years  as  the  president 
and  general  manager. 

In  1904  he  started  his  long 
service  with  the  MIA  and  served 
in  a variety  of  positions  includ- 
ing MIA  stake  superintendent, 
mishop,  a member  of  the  MIA 
General  Board  and  General 
Board  Superintendent.  In  addi- 
tion, Elder  Morris  was  active 
in  civic  ventures  and  youth 
work.  The  church  softball  park 
in  Salt  Laket  City  was  named 
for  him.

Early  age 
study  bad, 
says  prof

“Shakespeare  and  the  People” 
was  the  theme  of  a speech  giv- 
en at  forum  assembly  Monday. 
Ironically  the  date  was  also  the 
birthday  of  the  famous  Eliza- 
bethan playwright. 

Dr.  Frank  Baxter  of  the  Eng- 
lish Dept,  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California,  -cautioned 
the  group  that  perhaps  the  rea- 
son people  do  hot  enjoy  Shake- 
speare is  that  they  were  ex- 
posed to  it  too  early. 

DR.  BAXTER  said  that  you 
must  have  a wide  range  of  ex- 
perience before  you  can  under- 
stand Shakespeare.  He  said  that 
the  reason  Shakespeare  has  en- 
dured through  the  years  is  that 
his  writing  has  an  “eternal 
quality.” 

He  compared  this  etrnal  qual- 
ity with  some  of  the  famous 
paintings.  He  said  that  each 
time  you  look  at  these  paintings 
you  receive  something  new, 
while  with  modern  art  this  is 
not  true;  it  is  not  lasting. 

Little  is  known  of  Shake- 
speare. It  is  assumed  that  since 
he  was  christened  on  April  26 
and  that  he  died  on  April  23 
that  his  birth  date  is  on  the 
23rd. 

SHAKESPEARE  was  the  son 
of  a merchant  and  a “petty  heir- 
ess” mother  and  had  seven  oth- 
er brothers  and  sisters.  This  is 
about  all  tht  is  known  about  his 
childhood. 

After  marrying,  he  went  to 
London  and  made  a fair  amount 
of  money.  There  he  purchased 
a coat  of  arms  for  his  father, 
thus  making  Shakespeare  a sec- 
ond generation  gentleman.  He 
also  returned  and  bought  a large 
home  for  himself  and  his  fam- 
ily. 

As  far  as  can  be  determined, 
Shakespeare  only  got  in  one  in- 
cident with  the  law.  The  inci- 
dent apparently  involved  an 
English  pub  brawl.  The  fine  was 
five  dollars. 

DR.  BAXTER  told  the  group 
that  Shakespeare  has  named 
more  flowers,  plants  and  shrubs 
than  any  other  writer,  with  ex- 
ception of  botanists  who  make 
this  a life  study.

The  speech  given  at  the  as- 
sembly last  Friday  by  Leonard 
Read  is  typical  of  the  radical 
conservative  thought  that  seems 
to  have  permeated  the  thinking 
of  the  masses  on  this  campus. 

FOR  EXAMPLE  the  state- 
ment that  the  Pilgrims  who  first 
settled  this  country  initially 
lived  under  Communism  is  ab- 
surd. A communal  form  of  liv- 
ing does  not  constitute  a Com- 
munist system  for  Communism 
implies  much  more  than  this. 

Read  also  asserted  that  such 
programs  as  the  New  Deal  and 
the  New  Frontier  were  the  same 
thing  as  Socialism,  Communism, 
Facism,  and  Nazism.  He  uses 
such  terms  as  Communism  and 
Socialism  synonomously  seem- 
ingly not  knowing  there  is  a 
vast  difference  between  the  two. 

HIS  STATEMENT  that  the 
government  is  the  cause  of  all 
inflation  leads  me  even  more 
so  to  believeing  that  Read 
knows  little  about  economics. 
Government  policies,  of  course, 
can  have  an  effect  upon  infla- 
tion, but  there  are  many  other 
factors  outside  the  realm  of 
government  that  are  inflation- 
ary. 

The,  purpose  of  this  paper  is 
not  so  much  a critical  analysis 
of  Read’s  speech — it  is  aimed 
at  pointing  out  that  this  type  of 
thinking  and  reasoning  that  is 
so  prevalent  on  this  campus  (not 
only  among  guest  lecturers,  but 
also  among  numerous  members 
of  the  faculty  and  the  adminis- 
tration) is  being  swallowed
